# One of the most outstanding character- 
istics of the American Techstone Vault is its 
striking beauty and stateliness. The vault is 
enameled gray on the outside and white 
inside. The exterior of each vault has a com- 
plete stipple finish. The vault is further dis- 
tinguished by a massive, panel cover of 
beautiful design on which is embedded a 


solid bronze name-plate properly engraved.

™ The American TECHSTONE Vau!t employs the 
hermetic seal—the most positive vault seal known 
to Science. This seal, which works on the tongue 
and groove lock-joint principle, is effected quickly 
and quietly without entering the grave. The cross 
section illustration shows how the special mineral 
sealing compound (indicated by black within circle) 
is compressed out over the inner wall, the outer wall 
and the top edge thus actually producing a triple 
seal from the underground elements. The strength 
and security of this seal is one of the principal rea- 
sons for the unfailing performance of the American 
Vault.

The cover and body of the vault are constructed each as a unit with no joints to spread or 
loosen. The American Techstone Vault occupies no more space than an ordinary box and it may be removed from the grave 
at any time.
